that Mr. Ciough offered . to furnish 
power to the Janesville line if they 
would give him the Main street track 
and if he could do it in Janesville 
he could do it in Beloit. 


The same capitalist has been get- 


ting figures, from Supt. Hurd on the 
cost of equipping and maintaining 
four miles of road in a town of about 
eleven thousand. 
This is about Be- 


loit's population and there might be 
a method in this capitalist's scheme 
to get free power for an urban road. 
As far as Beloit is concerned with 
her franchise Mr. Ciough would not 
grant any such a concession for the! 
right to run through their city. There 
are some reasons why it would be 
almost as well to go around the city, 
when the freight carrying proposi- 
tion is concerned. 
However, Mr. 


Ciough is willing to grant any rea- 
sonable conditions and is willing to 
do the fair thing .by Beloit.

Binangonau, Luzon, p. i., January 9,. 


Editor of the Gazette:—I will try 


and tell you a litle more 'of the for- 
tunes of my company and myself. Put- 
man is still cook and both of us well 
and hearty as ever. 
We were quar- 


tered in the barracks near Manila for 
two weeks and were allowed to ins- 
pect the city at our leisure. 
I found 


it a constant changing thing of inter- 
est for me to watch the inhabitants, 
for every nationality on earth Is here 
represented. 
The things of interest 


to a stranger are too numerous 
too 


describe so I will, not try to. 
The 


street cars are about ten feet long 
and will carry about twelve persons 
by crowding. 
They are drawn by 


the smallest of .native ponies and are 
of little service to an American, as 
he can go faster on foot, but are used 
almost entirely by the natives, who 
are too indolent to walk. 


Put on Kahki Suits. 


Here in Manila we discarded our 


blue clothes which were packed and 
stored in boxes to await our return 
to the United States and were issued 
Kahki suits which were the most 
suitable for a hot climate. 
We re- 


ceived our pay in Manila, so had a 
fair' chance to enjoy life. 


On October • 2 we boarded 
the 


Transport Gawan an old English pas- 
senger boat and sailed around the 
southern end of the island, then north 
to a point straight across from the 
island of Manila. 
We expected to 


have a brisk skirmish to capture this 
place, but the six inch shells from 
the gunboat Yorktown, •which accom- 
panied us, had scared every insur- 
gent out of the city, so we marched 
in and took the place without firing 
a shot. 
. 
. 


Tired and Hungry. 


When we arrived here about 9 p. 


m. on October 9, we were tired, hun- 
gry and wet, having to1, wade'through 
about one-half mile of swamp with 
water from waist deep to over our 
•heads. 
We were then kept busy for 


two weeks hauling rations and sup- 
plies, as our only pack train consist- 
ed of about a dozen Carabou or water 
buffalo sleds a>nd as many pack po- 
nies, and the sleds could only make 
two trips a day on account ^i the 
fierce heat of the sun, which, the Cara- 
bous cannot stand as they seem to 
be a kind of water animal. 
We at 


last got everything up and starting 
to settling our camp and doing duty 
again. 
We farea very .well until an- 


other boat came in on November 24th, 
then it was pack rations again, but 
with much better facilities ana only 
a third as far, having discovered a 
new landing much more easy of ac- 
cess. 


Two Small Engagements. 


We have had two small engage- 


ments, but have not even had a man 
wounded. We succeeded in 
killing 


close to fifty insurgents.

HE THINKS THE CUBANS WILL YIELD 


President Schurman of Cornell College, Has Talked 


with Their Leaders—Will Be No Trouble. 


Ithaca, N. Y., April 20.—President 


Jacob Gould Schurman of Cornell uni- 
versity has arrived in Ithaca after 
a 
two 
weeks' 
visit 
in 
Cuba. 


Cornell's president states that he 
was agreeably surprised to find that 
the attitude of the Cubans was far 
friendlier toward the American gov- 
ernment than he would have judged 
from reading the newspaper • articles 
on the subject. He anticipates not the 
slightest difficulty between the Cubans 
and the Americans, and says that when 
the reasons for the American demands 
are fully understood the Cubans will 
accept the Platt amendment. Upon ar- 
riving in America President Schurman 
conferred with President McKinley rel- 
ative to Cuban affairs. Dr. Schurman 
gave out the following statement: 


"While in Cuba I visited the West- 


ern provinces of Havana and Pinar del 
Rio, and in the East the provinces of 
Matanzas and Santa Clara. I talked 
with rich men and poor men, witli 
whites and with blacks, and found that 
the feeling of the common people to- 
ward the United States is far from 
being as hostile as Northern papers 
have pictured it. Not only did I meet 


lift; common people of the island. On 
Friday night last, the night before I 
left the island, I conferred at the pai- 
ace with some of the most conserva- 
tive members of the Assembly, includ- 
ing President Capote, Sanguilly, Tam- 


I ayo, and Betancourt. The 
Cubans 


seemed pleased with the frank state- 
ment of the American position, and 
asked if it might be in any way pos- 
sible for me to meet some of the more 
radical members.

Mortal man never saw the flowers 
and fruit which are portrayed in the 
spring catalogues, but mortal woman 
will never cease to hope that some 
day her pansies will be as large as 
saucers and her porch will be covered 
with vines o.n which thousands of 
starry blossoms will effectually con- 
ceal the foliage from the dawning of 
May \mtil the melancholy 
days are 


come. 


It may perhaps be a timely sugges- 


tion that well disposed woman shall 
temper her gardening zeal with a lit- 
tle-wisdom and a grain of regard for 
general artistic effect. 
In this con- 


nection it has seemed 
well worth 


while to me to repeat some of the 
suggestions which 
were made by 


Warren Manning, the landscape art- 
ist, of Boston, at the meeting of the 
Twilight Club last Tuesday evening. 
There are many who were not privil- 
eged to hear Mr. Manning and the 
fact that he is not an eloquent pub- 
lic speaker may have detracted some- 
what from the impression which his 
suggestions should have made on all 
who heard him. 


"With his advice concerning move- 


ments which the city should make to 
secure 'possession of the river bank 
and desirable bits of landscape wo- 
man can do little 
save exert the 


quiet influence for which she has be- 
come world renowned and which I; 
sometimes think is overestimated as I 
a sop to her vanity to keep her quiet! 
and contented where she will 
not 


work havoc with 
'man's favorite 


methods of handling public affairs, 


Be that as it may, in the home 


woman can do much and so upon her 
shoulders, in a large measure, rests 
the responsibility of beautifying the 
city. Mr. Manning said that the en- 
tire city should be transformed into 
a park and every house 
should be 


made a part o(f the landscape, a 
great work which must be carried out 
mostly by individual efforts. 


Mr. 'Manning criticised 
Janesville 


houses as all being set out by them- 
selves distinctly 
instead of being 


blended into the landscape by a ju- 
dicious use of foliage. A mass of 
foliage along the liae of the house, 
some shrubbery at its corners, or a 
trained vine will accomplish this at 
little expense. 
Open lawn centers 


should be presented, straight geo- 
metric lines should be avoided and 
shrubbery should be massed and not 
•isolated. 


In my opinion 
one of the most 


valuable suggestions 
made by Mr. 


Manning concerned the shutting off 
of back yards from public view by j 
shrubbery. 
He thought it only a fair I 


concession to leave front lawns open ! 
for the enjoyment of the public eye' 


well-trained vine will accomplish this 
added dignity to the roadway. But 
he deplored, as I do, the custom of 
leaving one's entire yard open to pub- 
lic view so that one cannot step out 
of doors without 
being on parade. 


Americans would do well to adopt the 
idea of the English gardens for their 
back yards and 
then to follow the 


good -English custom of living more 
out of doors during the 
summer. 


This is impossible with open yards 
where when one steps out of doors 
he is practically on the street. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Manning 
architects 


and landscape gardners are coming 
to work together, the architect appre- 
ciating the value of the setting for 
the building which he designs. 


As a suggestion for the improve- 


ment near the depots Mr. Manning 
stated that if the C. & N. W. park 
was outlined with well shaped trees 
it would hide much of the inartistic 
view from the trains. He also spoke 
of the 'great and -general interest 
which is being taken in improving 
factory grounds and encouraging the 
employes to surround 
their homes 


with foliage. At Ishpeming where the 
population is made up 
largely of 


miners, persumably of a low grade of 
intelligence, prizes are offered annu- 
ally for the best 
garden. 
In the 


well known instance of factory im- 
provements at Dayton, Ohio, an i,n- 
teresting phase of the work is that 
it was a Business venture pure and 
simple and best of all, it paid and is 
paying all the time. 


Many people look upon beauty as 


'impractical and not essential. That 
is one of the faults of the newness 
of our country but the time has come 
in our prosperity when we can afford 
to give attention to something be- 
sides the spirit of commercialism. 
Even from an utilitarian standpoint, 
however, it -pays to cultivate 
the 


beautiful. 
A man pays more for a 


beautiful house than a>n unsightly one, 
a handsome house will bring a better 
price than an inartistic one and by the 
same rule a beautified city is increased 
in value in that it appeals 
most 


strongly to new comers. 


This movement for town improve- 


ment is wide' spread. The Chicago 
Tribune is giving impetus to the work 
in the metropolis by offering prizes 
to stimulate interest in flower grow- 
ing. At Waukesha, James C. Wal- 
ker, manager of the Fountain house 
has offered two prizes for the same 
purpose. 
Supt. 
Mayne has 
offered 


prizes as an incentive to school yard 
improvements. 


Janesville derives many advantages 


from its picturesque situation 
and 


comparatively little 
.effort is needed 


to make it one of the prettiest cities 
in Wisconsin. Why not join in the 
procession and see what can be ac- 
complished by harmonious and uni- 
ted efforts during the coming summer, 
not for prizes but for the general sat- i 
good work brings and for the reward ' 
which is sure to follow in the 
in- 


crease of personal pleasure.

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MAYOR OUTLINES SEWERAGE PLAN 


Also Takes a Stand on Policy of Street Improve- 


ments—Annual Address to Council, 


In the annual address of Mayor 


.Victor P. Richardson, delivered to j 
the council last night, he finds satis-j 
faction in the good condition of the' 
general affairs of -the city. 
The fire 


and water 
departments, 
streets 


schools and other departments are in 
first clay- hape. 


He touched on the library 
site 


question briefly, advising a quick set- 
tlement of the matter and concluded 
Ms address with a showing of figures 
from the city treasurer's report and 
a suggestion of better account keep- 
ing in the office of city clerk and 
city treasurer. 


In speaking of the future and in 


.making recommendations the mayor 
said: 


Some 
Recommendations, 


At the recent election the question of putting 


in a system of sewerage wns voted ui>on and 
carried in the aflirmatiTO by a largo majority. 
It now remains for the council to take tho nec- 
essary stops to carry out tho wishes of tho 
people in this respect. 


The first stops necessary under tho statutes IB 


to adopt a general plan, the minor details of 
which can be filled in afterwards. 
Then the 


city must be divided into sewer districts. After 
which and before any work is done tho council 
should decide as to what system shall bo adopt, 
ed in paying for sowers. Whether tlioy shall be 
paid for entirely by tha property in the sower 
district or paid for in whole or in part by a'gen- 
eral tax on all property in tlie city- 


Tho forming of plans will depend InrRely on 


the points selected for terminating sewers. At 
present I am of the opinion that the sowers 
should run direct to the river by tlio most econ- 
omical way. 1 believe that the current of thp 
river is sufficient to carry of! all sewage and 
that there will be no bad effects Irom sinh ter- 
minals. The cost will certainly be much less 
than under any other plsn. Such sewers can no 
so constructed as to connect with a large inter- 
cepting sewer at any time in the future. Many 
sewers such as I suggest have alroady been put 
in by property owners indifferent parts of tho 
city and could probably be made n part of tho 
general system. This would protect those who 
have paid Cor private sewers. As to the method 
of paying for such sewers I believe that they 
should bo paid for hy tho property in the 
sower district in accordance with a plau some- 
what similar to that already adopted in paying 
for street improvements. This will obviate the 
necessity for a largo issue of bonds on the part 
of tbo city and will permit of the construction 
of tho system gradually and as needed. 


Tho only issue of importance raised at the re- 


cont election wns as to street improvements. 
The opposition candidate for mayor declared 
through the public press that he favored per- 
manent street improvements only when the 
property owners on the street had declared 
themselves as favorable to such improvements, 
while it was generally knc.wu that I was in fa- 
vor ot such improvements wherever the council 
considered them nocessary. I have taken this 
stand not because of any disregard of the 
wishes of property owners, for they should be 
always considered where they do not interfere 
with the welfare of the city, but because it is 
well known that we can secure no improvement 
if it depends on tbe unanimous notion of those 
who pay tho cost. The result of the election 
might be considered as a hearty endorsement of 
this policy. During the pnst two years tbe 
work of street improvement has been fairly well 
started a»d it now remains for the council to 
continue tho work along the linos laid down, 
and within a few years all the principal streets 
of the city will bo in a condition that will com 
pare favorably with tho streets of other cities 
of the siz3 of Janesville. Lot the largo part of 
the ward funds be used for permanent improve- 
ments and as little as necessary be spent for re- 
pairs. 


In this connection I wish to recommend a 


change which though somewhat radical will, I 
bolieve, give general satisfaction. I would rec- 
ommend that the city engineer be also elected 
street commissioner. 
Let the two officey be 


combined. This will secure tho services of u 
competent man to oversee street work, and will 
result in a saving to the city. As the election 
of the street commissioner is in the .hands of 
tho council, you, gentlemen, have it in your 
power to bring about this this change which I 
believe to be in the line of reform. 
Let work 


on the sower system be carried on in connection 
with tho street work, and when streets are to be 
improved and sowers are necessary let the sew- 
ers be put in first,

K. company of the second and have a 
fine barracks in an old ' Spanish 
church inside a stone fort, and sit- 
uated on a high hill. 
Here two com- 


panies could hold off ten regiments 
of infantry. The people here are smart 
er, better dressed and wealthier than 
those at Binangonan and the place is 
decidedly healthier as we ha™ had 
comparatively no sickness in the short 
time we have.been here and K com- 
pany has never had to amount to 
anything. 
About three hundred in- 


fantry in the . mountains are looking 
for insurgents. 
They started from 


all over the island and intend to 
meet in the mountains 
somewhere. 


I guess we will keep after them in 
this island until they are all captur- 
ed or killed. 


Far Better Rations. 


We left company F. which we have 


been with so long at Gascom a town 
twelve miles up the coast from here. 
The people are not only healthier 
here but our rations are far better 
Fresh beef every day, onions, Irish po- 
tatoes" and good bread, also beans and 
boiled fruit of all kinds; where we 
only got bacon and salt horse, poor 
bread, evaporated spuds and bean cof- 
fee the four months we were at Bin 
angonan. 
Here we can buy eggs, 


for 15 cents a dozen, chickens for 15 
to 20 cents each, so I guess-we will 
be all O. K. for a while. 


We had one man wounded the other 


day in a skirmish, the first one to get 
hit at all. 
F. company had one kill 


ed and two wounded in battle yester 
day. 
I guess T am too thin to hit 


although I seem to be able to hit 
them when I get a chance to shoot 
one. 
We have the band here now so 


we have music every day for two 
hours. 
We had two batches of mail 


in four months at Binangonan, but 
here we have mail at least ouce a 
week. 
I guess I will close. 
With

and hope to shake hands with them all 
some time again.

the hind legs and carries with it. It ia 
only in this manner that it can furnish 
air for the interior of its nest, keeping it 
dry until the eggs are hatched. 


First, the mother, spider builds her nest, j 


This is placed some distance down in the 
water and is a sort of cell spun in the 
shape of an egg,: having an opening on 
the underside. 
When this is completed, 


Bhe rises to the surface and there charges 
her body thoroughly with air. Then once 
more she dives under the surface, the 
water forming a bubble which gradually 
swells out from the body. This she skill- 
fully holds between her furry, hind legs 
firmly and yet gently, so that it won't 
break and escape. 


Swimming to the nest, she discharges 


the bubble in it. This, of course, crowds 
out some of the water, leavmg the top 
filled with air. As the nest/is large, re- I 
quiring a great deal oS—a'ir the spider i 
makes another and yolT another trip, un- 
til the "whole interior is- free from moist- ; 
ure. By this-simple process she keeps j 
the eggs dry and furnishes air for the 
young until they are large enough to 
ewim out and get it for themselves. 


But as much as the spider lives under 


water' it is always dry. 
No matter how 


long it may have been swimming around 
under the sxu-facc, the moment it coined j 
to the top there is no tiace of moisture i 
In it. The reason of this is that the air | 
particles that cling to its hair keep off ; 
the water and prevent it from soaking j 
through the skin. Another strange thing 
about it is that it can swim -with great 
speed in spite of its balloonlike burden. 


The best way to watch the water spider 


is to place one in a vessel filled with 
•water and containing some water plant. 
There it will quickly spin its web and if 
fed on flies and bugs, lead its aquatic 
existence. 


The eggs of this spider are laid in a 


cocoon, shaped something like the top of 
a round dish. 
It generally contains a 


hundred or more eggs.—Chicago Inter

An Experiment of Force Sweating o 


• Quantity of the 1000 Wis- 


consin Crop. 


Such a -black eye has been given it 


and so much has been said about the 
1900 
crop of tobacco being liable to 


black rot and other damage caused by 
resweating that some of the prominent 
packers determined to give the tob- 
acco a thorough test before rejecting 
it. The Wisconsin Tobacco Reporter 
speaking of the test held in Edgerton 
said: 


An experiment of force sweating 


of a quanity of the 1900 
Wisconsin 


crop, for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing the ability of this tobacco to 
stand the curing test, has lately been 
carried through by Mr. G. L. Culton 
with a result that 
will be highly 


pleasing to the 
packers in ,the west. 


For the purpose of making the test 
a thorough one Mr. Culton had ship- 
peij to a central warehouse in Edgerton 
portions of 16 different crops, embrac- 
ing eight packings, including iobacco 
grown ta as many different! sections, 
of the state which was piit into a close 
room and heat turned on for several 
weeks. At times the temperature was 
allowed to reach as high. 4s 90 de- 
grees, and the tobacco given! a severe 
sweating. When 
examined It was 


found that all the better grade types 
had passed through the curing state 
without any damage or blemish what- 
ever. A few types of low grade that 
were not in good packing condition 
when placed, showing' the only dam- 
age determined by the experiment. 
There was no indication of black rot, 
the injury roost to be feared < y pack- 
ers of late years, which is the most 
assuring information that could have 
been told. The 
general character 


of the sweated tobacco was quite sat- 
isfactory. 


Buyers are persistantly

away at the remanents of last sea- 
son's crop, with every 
prospect in 


view that it will be closely gathered 
in from growers hands before their 
operations close. 
Men, are riding for 


all the different grades the crop af- 
fords and in some localities only scat- 
tering lots remain now unsold.
